An Irruption of tho great volcano of Kitlunea 
or an earthquake alway* brings a great deal 
•f latent lo) ally to the great Shark God to the 
Barf tee. 
It is common report that toe K in g - 
educated, cultivated Christi iii geulle nau us 
ho undoubtedly Is—still turns to tho i !ols of 
bis fathers for help when darner threaten*. A 
planter caught a shark, und one of hid Chris­ 
tianized natives teslillcl his emaucipatioii 
from the thrall of ancient superstition by us- 
■isling to dissect the shark atte* a fashion f >r- 
bidden by bi* Firmer creed. 
But remorse 
Shortly began to torture bim. He grew moody, 
an J sought solitude; broods! over bi* sin. re­ 
fuged food, and fiuul'y said bo must die ami 
•tight to die. for he had alnath! against the 
great Shark God and could never know peace 
any more. 
Ile wan proof against persuasion 
an I ridicule, and in the course of a day or two 
look to bi* bed and died, although he showed 
no symptom of disease. 
Iii* youug daughter 
followed bis lead and suffered a like 'ate In a 
Reek. 
Superstition I* Ingrained in the native 
Mood and boue, and It is ouly natural that it 
should crop out In time of distress. 
In the rural district* of any of the islands 
the traveler hourly comes upon parties of dus­ 
ky mal deus bathing in the streams or In the 
tea, without any clothing ob, and uo very 
Intemperate zeal in the matter of hldiag their 
nakedness. 
When the missionaries first took 
ap their residence in Honolulu the native wo­ 
man would pay their families frequent friendly 
visits day by day, not even clothed with a 
blush. 
It was a bald m atter to couvidcc 
them that this was rather indelicate. 
Mn ally 
tho missionaries provided them with long 
I wee calico robes, and that ended the dllflcnl- 
* ly, for Die women would troop through the 
town stark asked with their robes folde I under 
their arms ;

Clothing, but it was shortly apparent that they 
only wauled it for grandeur.

He* inqiorted a quantity of lusts, bonnets, and 
other male and female wearing apparel, insti­ 
tuted a general distribution, aud lagged the 
people not to come to church naked next Sun­ 
day, as usual. 
And they did not; but the 
natl in d spirit of unsolbdincss I ni to divide 
up with neighbors not st the distribution, aud 
the nest Sabbath the poor preachers could 
hardly kocqj cuunt maucc before their vast cou- 
grc gallons. 


In tho midst of the reading of tho hymn a 
brown stately dame would sweep up Die aisle 
wilh a world of air?, with nothing in the world 
on but a stove pi;** hat aud a pair of cheap 
gloves; another dame would follow tricked 
•u t in a m an's shirt and nothing eke; another 


oho would enter with a flourish with simply 
the sloevis of a bright calico dress tied around 
hor waist, and the rust of the garment drag­ 
ging behlud like a peacock's UU off duty. 
Stately huck Kanaka would stalk in with 
woman's bonnet on, wrong side before—only 
this and nothing mom; after him would stride 
his fellow with tho legs of a pair of pantaloons
